11 (IP)—In a 
second special message to con­ 
gress in as many day s, Presi­ 
dent Hoov er today made a plea 
for “ emergency action” in re- 
| v ision of the bankruptcy laws in

wholesale forced foreclosures. 
The president asked specifi­ 
cally for an im m ediate alteration 
of existing law to facilitate the 
“relief of deb tors who seek the 
protection of the court for the 
purpose of readjusting their a f­ 
fairs w ith their creditors.” 
O pportunity would b e 
given 
deb tors to arrange a settlem ent 
with a m ajority of their credit­ 
ors, this to b e b inding upon the 
m inority creditors. 
Present processes of forced liq­ 
uidation 
through 
foreclosure 
and b ankruptcy sale, Mr. Hoover 
said, are proving “utterly de­ 
structive 
of 
the 
interests 
of 
deb tor and creditor alike.” 
If 
allowed 
to 
continue, 
he 
said, “misery will b e suffered b y 
thousands 
w ithout sub stantial 
gain to their creditors“ insisting 
upon foreclosure in hope of col­ 
lecting part of the money owed 
them . 
“Under existing law," he said, 
“even where m ajorities of the 
creditors desire to arrange fair 
and 
equitab le 
readjustm ents 
with their deb tors, their plans 
may not b e consum m ated w ith­ 
out prohib itive delay and ex- 
| pense, usually attended b y the 
ob struction of m inority creditors 
who oppose such settlem ents in 
the hope tha t the fear of ruin­ 
ous liquidation wil induce the 
im m ediate settlem ent of their 
claim s.” 
The president made specific 
reference to railroads, saying the 
corporate reorganization provis­ 
ion should b e applicab le to the 
carriers and tha t in such cases

THE OBSTACLE TO PRISON REFORM 
A certain large American city is hav ing qu ite 
a time these day s becau se the sheriff is accu sed 
of setting too good a table in the cou nty jail. 
It was discov ered, not long ago, th a t more was 
being spent, per capita, on food in the cou nty jail 
than on food for jobless men at the city ’s u n­ 
employ ment relief stations. And the fu rore that 
was arou sed has engaged the city ’s attention for 
more than a week, produ cing a whirlwind of in­ 
dignant editorials, pu blic speeches, official state­ 
ments and what-not. 
Of cou rse, pu blic officials were nev er u nder 
greater obligation to u se economy in spending 
public funds than they are today . Waste of pu b­ 
lic money , either with or withou t an accompani­ 
ment of graft, is one of the chief abu ses in 
American politics today . And y et — 
Did y ou ev er hear of any city or town, any ­ 
where in the United States, getting all ex cited 
because prisoners in jail were getting too little 
to eat instead of too mu ch? 
It is v ery easy to arou se pu blic indignation by 
the charge th at lawbreakers are being coddled. 
It is almost impossible to make more th an a v ery 
few people angry by charging th at lawbreakers 
are being mistreated. 
A large city is in a lather of ex citement to­ 
day becau se food serv ed in the jail is too plenti­ 
ful. But the city wou ld only y awn if it discov ered 
that the jail food was not plentifu l enou gh. 
All of this, to be su re, is nothing new. Bu t it 
does emphasize the tremendou s weight of pu blic 
indifference 
th at 
prison 
reformers 
bu tt 
u p 
against whenev er they try to bring prisons and 
jails u p to the lev el th at a civ ilized commu nity 
ou ght to maintain. 
Ev ery thing is against them. When we are told 
prisoners are being mistreated we remark that 
they ou ght to stay ou t of prison if they don’t 
w ant to be abu sed — and then we go on to think 
abou t something else. We don’t really get ex ­ 
cited u nless somebody tells u s th at ihe prisoners 
hav e it too easy . 
T hat trait ex plains why the United States still 
contains a wealth of prisons and jails th at are 
a disgrace to hu manity .

At th at 
time the farm er had fairly good prospects for 
the harv est season — ou tside, of cou rse, of the 
fact th at he was in jail. On his farm there were 
100 pigs, fattening for the market. There were 
6000 head of cabbages in his fields and 5400 to­ 
mato plants which were ju st beginning to bear. 
Bu t the farm er was jailed for debt, and his 
wife and two small children were left to look 
after things. The job was too mu ch for them — 
the wife, by the way , was ex pecting a third child 
— and things went to pieces. All bu t 19 of the 
pigs died. The tomatoes and cabbages rotted 
before they cou ld be gathered. 
The natu ral resu lt, of cou rse, is that the fam ­ 
ily today is u tterly destitu te. The farm er is still 
in jan — anci the creditor, needless to say , h asn’t 
y et receiv ed a dime. 
Now here is a prize ex ample of the damage 
th at plain, ordinary du mbness can do in a time 
of social crisis. 
The creditor who ru ined ev ery thing by hav ing 
this farmer jailed at the wrong time was possi­ 
bly a shade more stu pid th an is u su al. Yet his 
action is merely a logical dev elopment of the 
pressu re which the whole load of debts has pu t 
on the fa rm e r— and, incidentally , on indu stry 
as well — in this time of depression. 
The same papers th a t told of this Connecticu t 
farmer also told how Iowa farmers threatened 
to ly nch a bidder at a farm foreclosu re sale. The 
two items weren’t really u nrelated. Both testify 
to the u nbearable natu re of the agricu ltu ral debt 
stru ctu re. 


STUPIDITY ESCAPES THE DEPRESSION 
The blithe stu pidity with which some people 
can meet a profou nd social crisis it one of the 
most discou raging featu res cf the depression. It 
is instanced strikingly by a little story in the 
cu rrent news dispatches. 
In Connecticu t, near Danbu ry , there was a 
farm er who owed someone $3300. He cou ldn’t

The game of chess is the most 
cosmopolitan 
and 
democratic 
game in the world. This, alone, 
is reason for those who hav e 
the time and patience to play 
chess. A chess play er is welcome 
in any part of the world; about 
the only question asked is how 
strong a play er he wishes to com­ 
pete with. 
Another good reason for learn­ 
ing the game is that it is the only 
game in the world that, regard­ 
less of the fact that the king is 
checkmated, the game has not 
been lost. This, strictly speaking 
is not so, but it is purported that 
the mental ex ercise and judg­ 
ment used in the game is ex cel­ 
lent training. 
Another reason for the pre­ 
eminence of the game is that it 
does not require gambling to 
make it interesting and there is 
no luck that can be taken into 
consideration. Each play er has 
the same strength at the begin­ 
ning of the game; ev en his men 
are in the same position as his 
opponents. The entire game is 
one of wits and both the win­ 
ner and the loser gain by their 
friendly competition. 
Chess is the only game in the 
world th a t fu lfills all the requ ire­ 
m ents in good m ental training. 
It teaches to a high degree the 
arts of foresight, alertness, con­ 
tem plation, and concentration. It 
is really a form of m ental gy m­ 
nastics th a t is easy to partake, 
owing to the fact th a t good en­ 
tertainm ent is fu rnished at the 
same time. 
The game is considered by 
some to be hard work, bu t this 
is only the person who is too 
lazy to u se his brains for any ­ 
thing other th an ju st w hat is 
necessary to earn his daily bread. 
Psy chologists say th a t a chess 
play er will retain his m ental fac­ 
u lties longer th an a non-play er 
and will be able to u se them to a 
better adv antage.
